The third Memorial which M. de Reaumur read 
the 13th Inftanr, at the Meeting of the Royal 
Academy Of Sciences, relates to a very curious Dpfco- 
very that has been made at the Hague by M. Tremblay. 
It is au aquatick Infect, cali’d a-Polypus, which has 
this Peculiarity ia it, that when it is cut into feveral 
Paris, each of thote Parts produces of isfelf, in the 
Space of 24 Hours, what it wants to form a cowpkat 
Body : So that ahis Infect being cut tranfverily in ciree 
Paris, the Part belonging to the Head will, produce a 
Tail, and the Taitla Head, and the Middle a Head 
and Tal. Some of thole Infeéls have.even been cut 
tran{verily into forty Parts, which each produced what 
was wanting in it co make a perfect Infect; fo that of 
One Polypus perhaps fony were made. If they be cut 
down through the Middle, -from Head to Tail, each 
Half will produce another. On this Occafion M. de 
Reauipur made feveral learned and judicious Ob{erva- 
tions, particulariy, that as it 1s an Axiom that Na- 
ture is not fingular in its Produttions, fo there mult 
ge other Infects fufcepiible of the like wonderful Pro- 
dudlion : He reports, that by Experiments already 
made by him, he has difcover’d cenain Earth- Worms 
that have the fame Propenies; but that Nature ope- 
rates in them ina much longer Space of Tjine. 

Nuys, Nov.21. By an Exprets. which pafs’d this 
Evening thro’ this for England we learn, that 
the Imperial Gourt had recetv’d certain Luelligencé 
that 10,000 Men, viz. 15 Battalions and a propor- 
tionable Number of Squadrons, were detach’d from 
the French Army on the 13th, 1n Order to join Count 
Seckendorff¥; that on the 16th the Junction was made,
